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DETAILED ACTION 

Amendment filed on May 18, 2006 has been acknowledged. Claims 24,39-42 
and 47 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

Rejection of Claims 24, 32 and 37-38 as being anticipated by Mathus (US 
4927604) has been modified in light of applicant's amendments. 

Rejection of Claims 29-30, 34 and 35 as being unpatentable over Mathus in view 
of Peltre (FR 2548685) has been modified in light of applicant's amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mathus 
in view of Root. 

Mathus teaches a multiwell filter plate (24) having a multiplicity of wells (40) 
extending from the plate, each of the wells comprises (a) a hollow member having two 
openings and extending from the plate and (b) a permeable barrier (42) secured about 
the lower opening. (See Figure 9A) The device further comprises one or more first 
access holes (20) for introducing and removing a liquid into and from the feeding plate 
(32). 

Mathus fails to teach the feeding plate having one well to accommodate the 
multiplicity of wells of the filter plate. 

Root teaches a multiwell filter assembly. The assembly comprises a feeding 
plate (62) having one well (74) to accommodate the multiplicity of wells of the filter plate. 
(See Figures 4 and 5) 

It would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in this art at the time of the 
invention by applicant to modify the system of Mathus such that the feeding plate having 
one well to accommodate the multiplicity of wells of the filter plate in order to separately 
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collect the filtrate passing through each membrane of the filter plate. (See Col. 3, Lines 
13-17) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24 and 39-42 allowed. 

Prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest one or more first access holes formed in 
the filter plate. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 24, 39-42 and 47 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Please refer above.
